new veterans. While in the Army, Fuller was stationed in 
Italy in World War II. 

"I got there right after [the battle of] Cassino. 
They had a big push-off to get to Rome," he said. 

He served from September of 1943 to December 
of 1945 and entered the war officially on May 16, 1944, 
four days after one of the most brutal battles of the war. 
"You never forget and you never will," he said. 

Rochester resident Francis Cabral attended the 
event. He was drafted by the Army in 1969 and sent into 
combat in Vietnam. 

"Nobody wanted to go. And when we got back, 
we realized it wasn't a popular war. The people hated us.

the rank of Eagle Scout. About two million out of 84 
million have since 1911, which is about 2 percent overall - 
according to Breault. 

Hlady began his scouting career with the belief 
that his involvement would look great on a college 
resume. "Yes, I was thinking about those things in fifth 
grade," Hlady admitted. 

But as he immersed himself, scouting ended up 
meaning much more, he said. 

"After a while, it wasn't so much about college 
credit. I found out I was learning useful things earlier in 
life. I wasn't exactly gregarious, but I actually learned I 
liked being around people," Hlady said. 

Achieving the Eagle Scout rank requires a 
capstone public service project, and Hlady took on 
improving a public path at the Brainard Marsh Wildlife 
Refuge on Delano Road in Marion. The 440-yard path 
leads to a beach on the Weweantic Estuary, where seals 
commonly are spotted on the rocks. 

He led about 15 scouts in the undertaking, which 
was a joint venture with the Sippican Lands Trust. In 
particular he worked with Bill Saltonstall, the head 
steward of the trust, to devise a strategy to get the work 
done. 

"We pretty much rebuilt the trail that leads 
down to the beach. The trail was an absolute mess," he 
said. The work entailed cleaning out the broken glass, 
removing weeds, filling in potholes, laying down a weed

suppressant tarp, and covering the path with dense gravel 
stone. 

''I was surprised by how quickly they were able 
to move seven cubic yards of pile out onto this path/' 
said Bill Saltonstall.

Breault also complimented the scout's execution 
of the project at Hlady's Court of Honor, the ceremony 
where Hlady officially was awarded his Eagle.

Breault also credited him for engaging the 
younger scouts and keeping the troop going even when 
scout numbers dipped.

High School Innovator Creates Search Website

Marc Gammell, a senior at Old Rochester 
Regional High School, hasn't let the tough economy get 
the best of him. As jobs and internships for high school 
students grow more scarce, Gammell strove to make the 
search easier for students in the Tri-Town community by 
creating a forum website providing free job listings. 

Parents who run their own businesses, as well 
as local businesses, can use the website to advertise 
job and internship openings directly to interested 
students. Gammell created his website. High School 
Connect2Success (HSC2S), for his senior project, which all 
graduating seniors are required to complete during their 
last term. 

"Originally I was going to do [my senior project] 
on practical jokes," Gammell said. "But I came up with 
the website idea on my own and decided to pursue that." 
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Gammell explained that he conceived the idea 
while surfing the Internet during school. He had been 
thinking about his brother's recent co-op experience in 
college and wondered if there might be an easier way for 
students to find jobs. 

The website contains a number of features that 
appeal to different students. One page lists current jobs 
and internships and operates as a forum that registered 
student users can access. This page also houses job and 
internship forms and information about how website 
members can use those forms to apply for positions. 

Another section of the website contains blogs. The 
first blog is for website news and success stories.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease?

These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic buUseye shaped 
mark.

website and allows members to post about their HSC2S 
experiences. 

"[It's for] success stories of people who found jobs 
or parents who are happy with students' work/' Gammell 
said. 

The second blog that HSC2S produces is called 
Create /Innovate. In this blog, Gammell said that 
students can post about their own projects and promote 
themselves. 

"I left that one open to interpretation/' Gammell 
said. "I created something out of nothing, so I created that 
blog for people with creativity." 

HSC2S is still a growing website, and Gammell 
stressed that it now needs support from parents and local 
businesses to increase the number of job listings. Gammell 
has gotten in contact with parents of current high school 
students through the school's email system, but he says 
that local businesses must email him at marcgammell® 
gmail.com. Local businesses that query Gammell will 
receive step-by-step directions for creating an account. 

Gammell hopes to keep HSC2S a free resource for 
Tri-Town students. Eventually, he would like to relinquish 
control of the website to school administrators. 

HSC2S is for all high school students and even 
eighth graders, although Gammell thinks it would have 
the most appeal to seniors. 

"We're looking for summer jobs and we are trying 
to find out what career path [interests us]," Gammell said.

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"The website helps with this." 

The value of HSC2S stems from its localized 
natured, Gammell said. 

"It's really similar to Linkedin but more localized. 
It creates a safety net. You know who you're dealing with 
- parents, students," he said. 

Hopefully, parents will be joining the website and 
posting job listings for the high school students. Gammell 
stresses that these job listings can be for anything as 
small as some yard work or babysitting as large as job 
shadowing. These internships may be either paid or 
unpaid, perhaps in a situation where a parent wants to 
have a student help out in the workplace. 

"The student gets an idea of the career," Gammell 
said. "And the parent gets help. It's a win- win." 

Parents and local businesses are encouraged 
to join the website, Gammell said, because they're a 
networking connection. 

"There's a ton of successful parents around here 
and on the way to success, they've made connections." 
Gammell hopes that parents might even use the website 
to post not just their own job listings, but comments about 
job openings that they've heard about.

Marion Tow Boat Captain Found Dead

A Tow Boat U.S. Captain was found dead inside 
the cabin of his 29-foot boat around 8:30 on Wednesday 
morning, ending a search that had been ongoing all 
morning. Coast Guard officials say. 

"Ending a search like this is a hard outcome to 
accept," said Lt. Brian Hall, the command duty officer 
at Coast Guard Sector Southeastern New England. "Our 
thoughts are with his family and friends." 

The search began around 1:00 am after the Coast 
Guard received a distress call at its Sector Southeastern 
New England command center from the Triple J's 
captain, who reported that his vessel was taking on 
water. 

The Coast Guard teamed up with the Bourne 
Police Department, and Harbormasters from Marion and 
Wareham in the search. 

A 25-foot Response Boat from Coast Guard 
Station Cape Cod Canal, a 41-foot Utility Boat from Coast 
Guard Station Woods Hole and the Coast Guard Cutter 
Tigershark were immediately launched to search for the 
captain. 

The Wareham Harbormaster found the Triple

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Unanimous Votes at Rochester Town Meeting 

Rochester Annual Town Meeting

Rochester held its Annual Town Meeting on 
Monday May 21, in the cafeteria of Rochester Memorial 
School. The beginning of the meeting was delayed 
about 20 minutes because a voting quorum of 75 was not 
present. Some in attendance called friends and family, 
asking them to come down so the meeting could proceed. 
In total, 83 voters turned out for the meeting. 

There were 17 articles on the Town Warrant this 
year, but very few generated any discussion. Article 4, 
the Town Operating Budget, resulted in one question 
regarding the cut in hours for the Town Clerk. Current 
Town Clerk Naida Parker said that the decrease in hours 
was the result in reduced office hours during the summer 
and because some responsibilities have been passed to 
other branches of the town. 

"For example, the dog licensing is now usually 
handled by the police,'' said Parker. 

Article 15, regarding the construction of a solar 
array to provide the City of New Bedford Waterworks 
with its electricity needs, was expected to generate 
much debate, but there were no questions from the 
audience. The article would authorize the Selectmen 
to negotiate a payment in lieu of taxes from the New 
Bedford Waterworks in exchange for use of Rochester 
land for the project.

water from a total of 22 homes in the area. 

Originally only seven consented, with three more 
agreeing months later. Normal levels of the chemicals 
were found in those samples, but as the investigation 
continued, the DEP later found a slight increase in only 
two samples taken from the residents' wells. 

''Is there any sort of legal action the people can 
take if the town is responsible?" asked one resident who 
did not identify himself upon speaking. 

The DEP concluded that the Town of Rochester 
was the most likely responsible party for the presence of 
these chemicals, and in an effort to rectify the situation 
without litigation, the town has offered to cover all costs 
associated with hooking up residents affected by the 
contamination to town water service.

Solar Panel Bylaw Discussed 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board spent some time 
Tuesday, May 22, at their regular meeting discussing 
specifics regarding the new solar panel bylaw they are 
crafting. At the Annual Town Meeting Monday night, 
the town of Rochester voted unanimously to approve an 
agreement between the town and Consolidated Edison 
Solutions, Inc. - on behalf of the City of New Bedford - to 
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allow a large solar panel array be built on town land. The 
energy generated would provide for the electricity needs 
for the City of New Bedford Waterworks. This was new 
territory for the Planning Board. 

''We haven't done an actual zoning like this 
before/' said Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson. 

The Planning Board touched upon several details 
to include in the bylaw, including devising a plan to 
require solar panel operators to maintain the property, 
and requiring a bond be put in place to guarantee 
the operators dismantle the array should it become 
non-operational at any point in time. Planning Board 
member Susan Teal said that they should also consider 
specific and separate requirements, when necessary.

They are 
also considering language to denote regulations and 
expectations for land-based and structure-based solar 
panel arrays. 

In other business, the Planning Board discussed 
changes to the town's home business bylaw. They are 
considering updating setback laws regarding the location 
of accessory buildings that are related to a home-based 
business. There is no public hearing yet scheduled on this 
item. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson also mentioned that 
on Monday, June 4, there will be a joint meeting of the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen in order to 
appoint someone to fill a vacancy on the Planning Board. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
will be on Tuesday, June 5. 

No Ruling in Shore View Garage Hearing 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Mattapoisett ZBA met on the evening of 
Thursday, May 17, at the Town Hall for their regular 
meeting, with three hearings on the agenda. Engineer 
Doug Schneider was on hand to speak on behalf of 
Christian Hicks, regarding a property at 11 Shore View 
Avenue. Hicks was seeking a special permit to demolish 
a single-story garage and reconstruct a two-story storage 
building that will not meet setbacks. The new building 
will nearly maintain the same footprint, but will have 
double the storage, at 900 sq. ft. 

Michael Herrington, an abutter, said that the 
original structure was built decades ago by his father, and 
was used to house boating supplies and tools. It was built 
before the town of Mattapoisett issued ten-foot setback 
laws, and, he admitted, with little regard by his father for 
where the property lines were when he built the structure. 
The setback laws of ten feet were decided in 1973. 

"They say it's three feet off my line, but that's the 
biggest three feet I've ever seen. It's right on my line," 
Herrington said. 

He also cited concern that the doubling of the 
height of the building would have a negative impact on 
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Andrea DiFilippo, LICSW & Associates 



the neighborhood. 

"All the houses in this area are one-story. This 
structure will be a detriment in the neighborhood. There 
has never been a two-story building here/' he said. 

He was also concerned that, should the owners 
decide later in time to turn the 900 sq. ft. garage 
into a living residence, they would need to tie into 
neighborhood utilities. He asked the Board to consider 
a special condition that would forbid the owners from 
converting the building into a residence. 

Acting Board Chairman Susan Akin said it was 
unnecessary to consider that condition because it is illegal 
for them to convert the future storage structure into living 
space. 
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The Zoning Board of Appeals made no ruling as 
two members have personal connections to individuals 
involved with the project. The case will be turned over to 
the Town Council for a decision. 

The Board also heard from Doug Schneider on 
behalf of William and Kirsten Durbin, who are seeking a 
permit for 21 Bay Road to demolish a storage structure 
and erect a two-story building on the other side of the 
home to be used as an art studio. The house on the land 
burned down last summer and a newer, larger home has 
been under construction since the fall. 

Some abutters felt that the erection of a two- 
story studio next to a four-story house would make the 
neighborhood feel too dense and could negatively impact 



views of the water from neighboring properties. The 
Board voted to deny the application due to new changes 
in the construction of the studio. The new plans showed 
that it would be built up a few inches higher than what 
was previously approved. 

In other business, the Zoning Board of Appeals 
also voted in favor of reissuing a permit to allow a family- 
related apartment within the home at 7 Gosnold Street. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be on Thursday, June 21, 2012, at 
6:00 pm at the Town Hall. 

145-Foot Cell Tower Proposed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Citing a procedural issue regarding proper notice 
to abutters and the public, the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board tabled a hearing for a Special Permit requested 
by Industrial Tower & Wireless, LLC of Marshfield, MA 
to construct a 145-foot monopole telecommunications 
facility within a 100-foot by 100-foot leased area and a 25- 
foot wide access and utility easement on land owned by 
Dennis Mahoney & Sons, Inc. 

The location of the proposed site has frontage 
on Route 6, with a town water tank to the east of the 
property. The tower would be located near Jane Lane, 
Randall Road, Marion Road and nearby Prospect and 
Pine Island Roads. One abutter, who told the board that 
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he and his wife were not officially notified of the hearing, 
attended the meeting. 

The proposal, which was available for the 
public to review at the meeting included a letter from 
Mattapoisett Chief of Police, Mary Lyons, which endorsed 
the project and urged the Planning Board to approve the 
proposal. 

"Our (Police Department) existing radio 
communication has some coverage deficiencies within 
our town... and Industrial Tower & Wireless has offered 
the police department free space for an antenna on 
the top of the tower which should vastly improve our 
radio communication coverage along Route 6 from 
the Mattapoisett Police Department to the Marion line 
and south along Prospect and Aucoot Road including 
Hollywoods Road and the waterfront. The Mattapoisett 
Police Department recommends that the Planning Board 
support the application,'' Lyons wrote in the letter to the 
Planning Board. 

In other business, the board approved the 
division of a vacant parcel of land into two separate 
non-buildable parcels according to existing ownership 
percentages. Carolyn Hoye of 52 Prospect Road and 
abutter, Tweedie agreed to have 1,253 square feet be 
conveyed to the Tweedie property and the remaining to 
stay with the Hoye property. 

"We want to put up a shed and park on the 
property," said Hoye. 

The board approved the application.

''I think it would be advantageous to have four," 
said Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

Collier said some of the organizations from which 
they are seeking new members include the Road Race 
Committee, Old Rochester Little League, the Council on 
Aging, Bike Bath Committee, Old Rochester Lacrosse, 
Matt Sail and others.

Now that the funds have been acquired, Andrews 
said the next step is to set up a new Trust Committee 
and dissolve the old Mattapoisett Housing Partnership. 
The new Trust Committee would need 5-9 members, 
including one Selectmen.

The Board of Selectmen rearranged themselves 
for the upcoming year.

About 140 Marion residents came out for the 
Spring Annual Town Meeting on Monday, May 21 - but 
less than half stayed for the four and a half hours it took 
to slog through 44 warrant articles. 

However, as promised by Town Moderator David 
Titus, residents did manage to settle the articles in a single 
night - but not without some heated debate and discourse 
on the budget, the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Committee's purchasing powers, school expenditure 
requests. Fire Department capital requests, the need for 
upgrades to the Town House phone system, and other 
issues at hand. 

In the end, all articles but Article 36 - which was 
passed over - were approved.

Town residents unanimously approved 
$18,797,635 for the town's FY 2013 operating budget. 
The breakdown of the budget is as follows: 53 percent 
towards the schools, 10 percent for pension and 
insurance, 13 percent for public safety, 8 percent for 
general government, 6 percent for public works, 4 percent 
for school pension and insurance, 2 percent for school 
debt, 2 percent for debt service, 1 percent for culture and 
recreation, and 1 percent for human services. 

Although questions arose about the proposed 
$700,000 budget increase over last year, residents 
unanimously OK'd the request. 

Some of the most time-consuming and 
contentious articles involved the Marion Open Space 



Acquisition Committee. 

Article 26 asked residents to change the 
composition of the Community Preservation Committee 
to reduce MOSAC's representation. Essentially the article 
would replace one of the two currently serving Marion 
Open Space Acquisition Committee members on the CPC 
with a Selectmen. MOSAC is the only committee that has 
more than two members sitting on the CPC. 

The article passed 85-60, but only after 
significant debate. CPC Chair Lori Schaefer asked 
residents to maintain the status quo, and said no issues 
have arisen due to MOSAC s higher representation. 
Likewise, Norman Hills, a CPC member, urged attendees 
to maintain the current member composition. 'T don't

know if this is a real problem or an imaginary problem/' 
he commented. 

Resident Tom Magauran countered these 
remarks, voicing strong support of the article. "CPC 
decisions have a huge financial impact, I think it is 
important that the Board of Selectmen ...is seated at the 
table." 

Selectmen Henry explained the Selectmen's 
rationale behind the article - recalling an instance where 
two MOSAC members held significant sway on an 
issue because of another member's absence. "It seems 
disproportionate that two positions are afforded to the 
open space people...," he said. 

MOSAC chair John Rockwell said the CPC 
wasn't directly informed of the article, and called it "bad 
governance." 

In the end, the measure barely passed 85-60 - 
guaranteeing one Selectman a seat at the CPC table and 
effectively removing a MOSAC representative. 

Consideration of a citizen's petition (Article 35) 
that would require MOSAC to receive Town Meeting 
authorization prior to purchasing land or receiving 
land gifts took up a sizeable portion of the evening. The 
committee controls about $440,000 to spend on such land 
purchases. A related measure. Article 36, was passed over 
at the request of Town Counsel Jon Whitten because it 
was inconsistent with state law. 

Article 35 stirred up debate from a significant 
crop of residents and even former State Senator Carol 
Amick, who owns property in Marion. In her statement, 
Amick said MOSAC s ability to acquire land without 
Town Meeting approval "is not a policy followed by 
any [open space committee] in Massachusetts." She 
said MOSAC still would be able to negotiate, request 
appraisements and other prep work for a land purchase 
deal, but that the town would need to be the final 
arbitrators on an acquisition. 

Many other residents spoke for and against the 
measure. 

"Article 35 doesn't put MOSAC out of business. It 
formalizes and makes routine purchases so they come for 
Town Meeting approval. This is a good thing," weighed

in resident Mark Brown. 

" This is nonsense. Negotiations in private do 
not benefit the town.... This is pure and utter poppycock. 
If anybody knows the cluster mess the [MOSAC] 
negotiations are., bringing it out in public view will only 
benefit all of us/' Magauran said. 

Other residents questioned the value of 
purchasing land as open space, which results in more 
land precluded from development. 

"\ think it is a difficult article/' said another 
resident, Charles Bradley. "WeTl go broke buying land 
and buying land and just letting it sit there., it is coming 
off our tax rolls. We need a master plan, and to come up 
with some good planning instead of acquisition after 



acquisition.'' 

Selectman Jon Henry threw his support behind 
MOSAC s ability to purchase land without Town Meeting 
overnight. "I support MOSAC, everything is done in 
consonance with state law," 

John Rockwell of MOSAC spent considerable 
time reflecting on the accomplishments of the committee, 
which was formed in 2001. 

"If [the article] passed, it would prevent us from 
acquiring property, if you wanted to give us something, 
you would have to get Town Meeting approval. It's 
burdensome to tell someone to wait six months before 
making transfer." 

Along that argument, Rockwell presented an

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amendment to the article that would require Town 
Meeting approval only for purchases, and not for gifts. 
'Tt would lessen the burden to someone donating 
something/' he said. 

The vote on Rockwell's proposed amendment 
ended up so close a hand count was required. The 
amendment was defeated 75-63. Shortly thereafter. Article 
35 ended up receiving majority approval. 

In one anticipated vote, the town easily approved 
the transfer of a parcel of land (at 185 Wareham Street) 
to Habitat for Humanity, or other similar organization, 
for the purpose of constructing a residence to be sold to 
a qualified low or moderate-income family. The measure 
further authorized the Board of Selectmen to convey an 
easement across the property. 

Residents also approved two articles related to 
alternative energy. However - Article 37, which authorizes 
Selectmen to enter into a lease agreement (up to 30 years) 
to develop a photovoltaic solar field at a landfill off 
Benson Brook Road, generated some debate. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said the 
town would benefit from the rental agreement with the 
solar energy developer, and the town would incur no 
costs associated with developing the site. 

In his comments, resident and Planning Board 
Vice Chair Tom Magauran said he felt more data should 
be on the table regarding the project.

we could do a Planning Board article.. I feel this is a little 
premature when you haven't formulated what strategy 
makes sense.'' 

Resident Crystal Bradley echoed that sentiment. 
"How is this part of any plan that you have for this land? 
It sounds like one of those one-off things we approve 
without a larger plan." 

Resident Bill Saltonstall, who is involved in the 
project, said the town's next step is requesting proposals. 
"The town doesn't run any risks with this thing," he said, 
citing a similar successful project in Brewster. "If Brewster 
any indication, we could do this," he said. The measure 
passed easily. 

The second alternative energy article. Article 
38, authorizes Selectmen and / or the Old Rochester 
Regional School Committee to enter into alternate energy 
power purchase and/ or net metering credit purchase 
agreements, including solar and wind energy for contracts 
exceeding five years. Selectman Stephen Cushing 
informed the town that the Selectmen are vetting three 
different wind and solar proposals. 

"None would be built in Marion," he stressed. 
The measure carried swiftly. 

Warrant Article 11 asking for $50,000 to update a 
new telephone system for the Town House provoked a bit 
of debate as well. Selectman Henry said it was time for an 
upgrade to the telephone hardware and software as the 
town's "Band- Aid approach" was not working and many 
voicemail messages had been lost. 

Magauran argued that such a purchase would be 
reactionary, especially given the uncertainty of what will 
happen with the Town House. 

"We react only in the case of an emergency. That is 
how we got the police station, that is how we got a lot of 
stuff, and we got to stop that," he said. "It's another case 
of being nicked and dimed... and $50,000 is a big nickel." 
Residents applauded. 

"You don't need much trouble with the phone 
system to get people mad at you.. It's unreasonable and 
imprudent. It's simple to replace the system, and it's 
portable," Selectmen Henry responded. 

In response to the question whether the town 
explored a leasing arrangement. Town Finance Director 
Judith Mooney responded in the negative 
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The conversation became so extracted that 
resident John Sweeney moved the question - and in the 
end the residents approved the funding for the new 
system. 

Town residents also approved warrant 
articles regarding the water enterprise fund, including 
authorization of $2,046,697 for its operation - with some 
of the funds raised from department receipts. Another 
2,346,639 was authorized for the sewer enterprise fund. 

Throughout the evening, residents swiftly 
approved several administrative articles regarding 
retirements and liability benefits. Also, with relatively 
little discussion, the Police Department received free cash 
funds for a new police cruiser and the Fire Department 
received authorization for $35,000 for air pack 
replacements, $16,800 for eight replacement automatic 
external defibrillators, $20,000 to purchase rescue cutters/ 
jaws of life, $48,500 for the department to upgrade its 
fire alarm system, security components, and computer 
programs, $12,500 to replace 1,000 feet of 20-year old hose 
and two nozzles, and $7,5000 to replace four garage door 
openers at the Spring Street Station. 

Residents also authorized the EMS Department 
to purchase two monitors/ defibrillators for $62,500 from 
free cash. The Harbormaster also had some minor capital 
requests approved. 

In another vote that will have a major impact on 
town residents, the town unanimously approved FEMA's 
latest revised maps of the flood plain district, which 
go into effect in July. Approval was necessary for town 
residents to receive coverage under the National Flood 
Insurance Program. 

Also zoning bylaw changes passed without 
incident, allowing residents more leniency in building 
piers, docks and association piers. The final zoning bylaw 
passed allows accessory apartments up to 1,200 square 
feet; it had previously been restricted to 800 square feet.

"We feel we are compatible with the surrounding 
neighborhood,'' said Project Engineer Dave Davignon. 
The property Dejesus is looking to purchase is currently 
abutted by three other properties; all of whom were 
concerned with the construction plans. Attorney Daniel 
Perry represented the concerned families. 

According to Perry, the new property would 
create a lot of congestion and produce inadequate lighting 
for abutters due to the size of the new cottage and where 
it is located on the property. The new cottage would be 
two-and-a-half times the size of the old one and would be 
situated just 11 feet from the neighboring property of the 
Dibeau family. 
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"It's going to create a canyon effect," said Perry. 

Favoring a compromise between the two parties 
in order to avoid sending the hearing to court, ZB A board 
member Bob Wedge asked if there was any way the 
property could be moved six to seven feet eastward on the 
property to create more room. 

Dejesus and his planners will redraft plans and 
present them at another public hearing on Thursday, June 
14 at 7:30 pm. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals also continued a 
hearing for Frederic Rosiak and his property located at 
294 Front St. Rosiak is looking to replace the front porch 
and car port on his property. He says that the current 
porch and garage do not match the historical feel of the 
house. 

"The existing deck is a style fitting in the 1970's or 
1980's," he said. 

The Board was supportive of Rosiak' s initial 
plans, but requested to see scaled drawings. Rosiak will 
draft the drawings and present them during another 
hearing on Thursday, May 31. 

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals will meet 
again on Thursday, May 31 at 7:30 pm in Marion Town 
House. 

School Report 

ORR Presents The Comedy of Errors

The words of playwright William Shakespeare 
filled the auditorium at Old Rochester Regional High 
School on Thursday, May 17 as the students in Kathleen 
Brunelle's theater class presented their interpretation of 
"The Comedy of Errors," a complicated tale involving 
two sets of twins whose identities become mistaken by 
the other characters. The production's cast consisted of 24 
students who were supported by two stage managers and 
two assistant directors. 

Brunelle served as a director for the drama along 
with Paul Sardinha, who stepped in to help with the 
production when Brunelle left the school on maternity 
leave. 

"I need to thank Paul for taking the reins," 
Brunelle said before the show. "He's really gone above 
and beyond in helping out." 

In her introduction, Brunelle also thanked three 
students for being in her classroom the entirety of their 
four years at ORR.

The Dictator, Starring Sacha Baron Cohen and Anna 
Paris. Directed by Larry Charles. Running time: 83 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

Most movie stars would die without a script; 
Sacha Baron Cohen may be the rare actor who works best 
without one. In Borat and Bruno, Baron Cohen disap- 
peared inside offensive foreign characters and then let 
them loose on America, interacting with actual people 
and recording his findings. The Dictator is different in that 
it's a scripted narrative (by Baron Cohen and three other 
writers) about Admiral General Hafez Aladeen (Baron 
Cohen), the capricious and preening ruler of the fictitious 
Wadiya. Through circumstances too contrived to bear 
repeating, Aladeen comes to America, is stripped of his 
signature beard, and finds himself powerless and anony- 
mous on the streets of New York. How will this dictator, 
accustomed since childhood to having his every whim 
satisfied, adjust to life as just another immigrant shlub? 

One problem is that he doesn't really have to. The 
script could have gone one of two ways: either he goes the 
Henry Hill route and lives the rest of his life like a shnook, 
or he somehow bends his surroundings to his will even 
without the support of the state. The Dictator opts for the 
second way, and though it seems fresher at first glance, it 
allows for very little shading for the character, comic or 
otherwise. Aladeen is pretty much one-note throughout; 
so were Borat and Bruno, though the structure of their 
films mitigated the characters' lack of growth — indeed, 
part of the fun was in watching the unpredictable reac- 
tions of real people to these unchanging, predictable char- 
acters. Baron Cohen and his writers give Aladeen some 
quirks but don't do much for the supporting characters. 
The result is a lack of any real comic tension between 
Aladeen and anyone else. 

Needing a way into the United Nations to switch 
places with his double before the double can declare 
Wadiya a democracy (I told you it didn't bear repeating), 
Aladeen goes to work in an earthy-crunchy organic food 
store managed by the super-p.c. Zoey, played by a nearly 
unrecognizable Anna Paris with short black hair. Aladeen 
falls in love with her, and while the reasons for that are 




cleverly worked out, we mostly have to 
intuit that he's pleasantly shocked by 
the very notion of a woman who speaks 
her mind (or, indeed, has one and is 
allowed to prove it in front of men). As 
for what Zoey sees in him, your guess 
is better than mine; she seems to bond 
with him while helping him deliver 
a baby, a script decision considerably 
less sexist than what Aladeen takes for 
granted, but still pretty sexist. Ah, gals will always go 
mooshy around a baby. 

The Dictator cribs a lot from Borat in that both are 
about blinkered males who can't help being sexist and 
racist — there's no malice in it, it's just the way they are 
reflexively. Borat, however, was used partly as an instru- 
ment to draw out American sexism and racism: he would 
say something offensive, and Americans would genuinely 
agree with him. There's nothing like that here, so there's 
no satirical bite to Aladeen' s world view. He just behaves 
predictably indefensibly in scene after scene. The same 
point is made over and over. Baron Cohen performs with 
his usual gusto, but he's acting in a self-made vacuum. If 
it were anyone else in the role, and if The Dictator weren't 
riding on the audience good will left over from Borat and 
(to a lesser extent) Bruno, it'd be a complete flop. 

Some oddball touches lift the satire a bit: the 
movie seems both amused and obsessed by the notion 
of powerful political figures renting the sexual favors of 
celebrities. (We know from the ads that Aladeen buys 
Megan Fox's attentions, but the real joke is his wall cov- 
ered with Polaroids of other stars, including a hilariously 
shamefaced former politician. There's also a cameo by a 
fairly random star who must be a good sport, or a fan of 
Baron Cohen.) But by now, what looked like good dirty 
fun, a funhouse mirror pointed at America, has calcified 
into easy shtick. Baron Cohen can't do his covert-op com- 
edy any more — he's too easily recognized — but he's got 
to come up with something other than ''guy with funny 
accent comes to America" if he doesn't want Borat to be 
his peak. He reportedly has other things on deck, includ- 
ing a movie about Queen frontman Preddie Mercury, and 
that might be a fine vehicle for Baron Cohen's fearless- 
ness and high energy level. But the next time he and his 
coterie come up with a one-joke premise like The Dictator, 
they'd do well to confine it to a short film on Punny or Die 
— indeed, that's how Borat, Bruno and Ali G started, in 
short segments on Baron Cohen's TV show — instead of 
stretching it to 83 minutes.

problem is this. An economic analysis of solar panels 
quickly shows that there is no economic justification 
for these installations without substantial Government 
subsidization. For example, the installation currently 
under construction at the New Bedford Water Works 
site in Rochester has a payback period of 60 years. The 
applicant in that installation agreed that the project would 
not be considered without the props provided by the 
government. 

As governments are learning, the subsidies to 
solar energy are not paying off. Look at the massive losses 
and bankruptcies in the industry, all funded by taxpayer 
dollars. 

There is growing pressure on government to end 



the wasteful subsidies. 

The economic justification, while a concern to all 
taxpayers, is not a matter for the Planning Board, but what 
happens to the installed solar panels when the subsidies 
are cancelled is a real concern. These HUGE arrays of 
panels are displacing natural areas. They block surface 
water from rainfall, may involve extensive clear cutting 
and if abandoned, are a mechanical hazard. Children 
especially will be drawn to such sites where they will be 
at risk of injury and laceration. 

The solar installations will not operate for the 
sixty years required to recover the investment. Generous 
estimates put the life of current equipment at twenty 
years. If a solar installation has to fall back on private

Point Road Memorial Forest Walk 

The Point Road Memorial Forest (PR]V[F)is a place 
of tranquil unspoiled beauty. The spirit of this enterprise 
is to return our physical selves to the earth with loving 
and natural commemoration. 

In 1994, the Stone Family donated two acres to 
the Town of Marion for a public cemetery located off 
Point Road adjacent to the Blankenship Cemetery. The 
Point Road Memorial Forest was created in 2000 by an 
inspired collaboration of a generous family, a talented 
landscape architect, energetic volunteers and the Town of 
Marion. 

Patty Wylde, landscape designer, took inspiration 
from the distinctive landscape features and the native 
flora to create an elegant woodland place of permanent 
repose. Due to the topography of the land, the burial of 
cremated remains only is mandated and is limited to the 
residents of Marion and their relatives. 

Please join us on Sunday, June 3 at 4:00 pm for 
a walk through the forest along with an informal talk 
about its history and its future. The Advisory Committee 
(Margie Baldwin, Chrissie Bascom, Tess Cederholm, 
Margaret Nash and Cathy Stone) will be on hand to guide 
you and to answer any questions that you might have.

Mattapoisett Fire Department Fire Safety 

More fires start in the kitchen than anywhere else 
in the home and in 2010, there were 9,806 home fires in 
Massachusetts involving cooking. . .but that doesn't mean 
you have to get rid of your stove or eat out all of the time. 

There are several tips you can do to help reduce 
the chances of a fire starting from cooking: 

•PUT A LID ON IT! Covering a pan fire with a lid 
is the safest way to put out a stovetop fire. Once covered, 
turn off the heat to the pan and leave the pan covered 
until it cools. 

•Never move a burning pan. You can be badly 
burned or spread the fire. 

•Never throw water on a grease fire. Water will 
only spread the fire. 

•Stand by your pan. Be sure not to leave food, 
grease or oils cooking on the stovetop unattended. 

•Wear short or tight fitting sleeves when cooking. 
Loose fitting clothing can easily catch fire. 

•Stop, Drop & Roll to put out the flames if your 
clothes happen to catch fire. Place burned skin under cool 
running water and call 9-1-1. 

•Keep pot handles turned inward to prevent 
accidental spills of hot contents. 

•For fires inside an oven or microwave, KEEP
